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THE WESTERN STANDARDS 
t BOARD SCANDAL. 

The conspiracy of silence with which 
the Winnipeg press has hitherio re- 
ceived the effort of the Manitoba grain 
combine to unduly depress the price of 
Alberta oats by manipulating the de- 
cisions of the westera grain standards 
board) has been broken by the Com- 
mercial jn its issue of December 14th 
inj an article headed “Alberta Oats.” 
which is reproduced in full elsewhere 
in this issue. 

In order to arrive at a clear under- 
standing of any argument advanced 
it{ is mecessary to understand the 
point of view from which it is made. 
The present position of the Commer- 
cial on the Alberta oat question may 
very fairly be judged from its article 
under the same heading in its issue of 
November 23rd which was also repro- 
duced in the Bulietin. In thai article 
the Commercial without cause or 
provocation went out of its way to ac- 
cuse the government isi of securing 
the oat contract from. the war depart- 
mert for political purposes and 2nd of 
trying to purchase Alveria oats un- 
der their market value when ist, The 
action taken was oniy in response to 
urgent requests of che boards of trade 
and business men’s associatioas of 
Northern Alberta and znd when the 
contract was an imporiant if not the 
chief cause of the advance in price. 
This iatter the Commercial admits in 
its’ article of the i4th. As between 
the asserticen of Nov. 23rd and the ‘ad- 
mission of its article of December 14th, 
the Commercial is coavicted of having 
misstated uhe case on one occasion or 
the ether. We in Alberta know as a 
matter of aci that the misstatement 
was in the article of November 23rd. 
It is the business of a com- 
merciai journal not to make mis- 
statements on commercial subjects, and 
when one is made it is fair to assume 
that it was made not accidentally but 
for a purpose,—for a commercial pur- 
pose. The general tenor of the Com- 
mercial’s remarks in its article of Nov. 
23rd makes perfectly clear that its pur- 
pose was to uphold the position and 
serve the interesis of the Manitoba 
grain combine. That it was in the 
supposed interests of that institution 
that the Commercial made the mis- 
siatemenis of its article of that date. 
Therefore it is necessary in vconsider- 
ing| its article of Dec. 14th, to con- 
sider it as having been written from 
the same poin‘ of view and noi from 
that cf an independent commercial 
journal kuowing ihe facts and only 
desirous of stating them and drawing 
fair deductions from tbem. As_ the 
orgsn of a combine interested in de- 
pressing the market value of an im- 
portant crop, not as an honest expon- 
ent of the situation as it exists. When 
we know what the Commercial is try- 
ing to get at we koow what value to 
place on what it says; 

The allegations of the Bulletin have 
been and are; % 

1. That » ccombine exists amongst a 
number of the principal grain dealing 
firms having headquarters at Winni- 
peg. Tee 
2. That this combine is represented 
on| the Western Grain Standards 
board. 

3. That the combine used iis repre- 
sentation on ihe Standerds Board to 
improperly establish standards in re- 
spect of Abber‘a oats. 

4. That the effect of these improper 
Standards. was intended to be to de- 
press the price of Alberta oais below 
their fair market value.. 

5. That the standar@s so improperly 
established should be revoked forth- 
with by the authority of the inland 
revenue department. 

6. That the board which has allowed 
its powers to he so prosiituted should 
be abclished. 

Let us see how far these allegaiions 
can. ‘be established, from the article in 
the Commercial, and from other 
sources. . ae 

The, existence af a combine amongst 
the Manitoba grain dealers will noi be 
denied. seriously at this stage of the 
game so that no time need be lest on 
that point. 

As to the combine being represented 
on the siandards board the list ai- 
ready furnished of members present 
at [the meeting which condemned Al- 
berta, oats is sufficient. 

The main point is whether the action 
of the standatds board in classifying 
Alberta oats as injured and injured 
oats as Alberta, 'was or was not justi- 
fied by the facts, and was or was not 
within the competence of the board. 

On that pojnt let the Commercial be 
beard. “The oats appeared to be of 
fine quality and weighed out extra 
heavy. * * * © A test showed that 
the) meal produced therefrom was 
black. Anaxamipnation sbowad that 


they were frosted. * * * * In ep- 
pearance the oats were fully’ up to 
the requirements of the graide as de- 
fined by the ingpestion aci, but being 
damaged they could mot be so graded.” 

It will be observed that in dealing 
with the subject as above the Commer- 
cial speaks of the crop as a whole. 
It\ is not @ question about the quality 
of a, car or two thai is at issue, Dut as 
to the crop at large. Ihe Commercial 
id kind enough to say; “We do not 
know to whet exient the crop is dame 
aged. Possibly a considerable propor- 
tion of the grain is not affected.” If 
the standards board did not knew ap- 
proximately to what extent the crop 
was affectec: and if there was @ Fea- 
sonable probability of a considerable 
proportion not being affected the board 
acted absolutely without authority. 
The right of ithe board to interfere 
turns on the proportion of the crop 
that) is below the standards 
fixed in the act. Ever if certainsam- 
ples of oats frum North Alberta were 
damaged that did not give the board 
a Tight to interfere. The words of the 
act are; “A considerable proportion of 
grain not capable of being included in 
the classification provided in the said 
act.” In taking action at all the board 


assumed responsibility for the condi- 


ticn! pf the crop as a whole, not sof 
any small part, and stand convicted of 
having deliberately intended fo des- 
crive the oat crop of Alberta as ‘injur- 
ed, ;which intent is made even more 
apparent iby the use of the name Al- 
berta as applied only to injured oats, 
from whatever part of the country 
they might come, 

The requirements of the act arethat 
“No. 1 oats shali be sound, plump, 
clean, and free from other grain.” The 
Commercial admits that the very oats 
in question were plump and in appear- 
ance fully up to the requirements of 
the act, but says that the milling re- 
sults showed that they were frosted 
and therefore were not “sound.” 
Leaving aside for the moment the frost 
question, it is well to note that except 
in this district tem bushels of oats are 
grown for feed lor every bushel that is 
grown for milling purposes. That oats 
for milling are a side issue, that) the 
grades of the act are, fixed with \a 
view to the value of oats for feed and 
not fot milling or seea purposes. That 
the word “sound” is used with refer- 
ence to purposes of storage and trans- 
port and not for purposes of milling 
or seed. That if it were necessary or 
advisable to fix a standard for mill- 
ing oats tha: would have to be\done 
by) the act and the standards board 
would have no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter; in so far as require- 
ments. as to milking. quality 
would be above the present fre- 
quirements of the act, 

Admitting, every allegation of the 
Commercial as to the quality of Alber. 
ia oats there wus still no legal grounds 
for! interference by the grain 
standards board. Had the board dealt 
with Manitoba oats which according 
to the provincial government crop re- 
port were owing to climatic conditions 
light and rusted, end therefore not up 
tol the requirements of the act they 
would bave been within their powers, 
but in dealiag with Alberta oats which 
more than fulfilled the requiremenis of 
the act they went beyond their juris- 
diction and the farmers of Alberta who 
are the most deeply interested parties 
will hold the department of inland 
revenue, respepsible if the illegal 
action of the oard is allowed. to stand. 

As to whether Alberta-that is Ed- 
monton district—oats are injured for 
milling furposes or not. The oats un- 
deg discussion are grown in Alberta 
north of the Rea Deer river. It is safe 
to say that not far from sine-tenths 
of the tvial crog is grown Dorth of 
Battle river or a point say 60 miles 
south of Edmonton. Lacombe is the 
ouly glace south of Wetaskiwin that 
is] exporting oats, Prabably two- 
thirds of the export crop of North ‘Al- 
berta is marketed at Edmonton and 
Strathcona, so the facts regarding the 
crop! are well within the knowledge 
of} everyone here. The allegation is 
that the oat crop: is injured by frost 
6oj as to unfit ic for milling, purposes. 
It} is a well known fact thet wheat 
is much more susceptible to frost than 
oats, That if wheac is not inured for 
milling by any certain frest cais can- 
not be. To-day and ever since the 
crop began to be marketed the mille 
at Edmonton and Stratheon: have 
been, paying 60c and sometinies over 
fori No. 1 wheat—several ceris over 
the) Manitoba price,—and the quality 
of flour which they turn out in com- 
petition with the big Manitoha mills 
proves that there is an abunciance of 
uninjured wheat in the listrict. 
Enough ito place the grades beyond the 
proper jurisdiciion of the standards 
board. If there is a large pecportion 
of the wheat of the district uninjur- 
ed there must also be a large propor. 
tion of the oais. And if there is: a 
large proportion of the oats uninjured 
the standards hoard had ao authority 
under the act to tamper with the 
gtades and particularly to grade in- 
jured oats as Alberta. Bveryone 
knows that the first frost of the sea- 
son occurred on Sept. 5th. That a 
great deal of the ont crop of the dis 
trict was already cut and a great deal 
more of it was ripe and therefore. could 
not have been injured, and th.«i the 
frost was not severe enough to injure 
oats in whatever stage they mi,ht be. 
The next frost occurred on Sep). 23rd. 
At, that time two-thirds of the crop 
had been cut, and nearly all of it was 
Tipe. What was unripe at tha: date, 
was no doubt injured, to some extent, 
but the proportion injured could nat 
by any means be large enough id af-

MANSTOBA LIBERAL PLATFORM, 
The following i- tha provixcia] plat- 
form adopted at the recent Manitoba 


: liberal convention beld in Winnipeg; 


1. That this convention regrets the 
introduction into this provires by the 
present provincial administration of 
the spoils system. 

2. This convention re-affirms and 
endorses the principle of manhood 
suffrage—one man, one vots—as laid 
down in the platform of the conven- 
tion! of Manitoba liberals in 1886; 
and while we do not disagree with 
the ener, of refusing to e::tend the 
franchise to foreigners wholly unac- 
quainted with our language and igsti- 
tutions until after a pericd of pro- 
bation, we protest against the action 
of the present conservativ.» gevern- 
ment of Manitoba in discr ‘minating 
against particular nationalities, and 
where under existing legislation only 
naturalized British smn'ojects are ex- 
cluded from registration, legislation 
should joe provided to remove such 
\disapbili f 


3. Resolved, that the present grain 
blockade’ will cause a very serious 
loss to the farmers and ‘business com- 
munity of this province. It igs there- 
fore, in the interests cf the 
country at large that the governments 
both of this province and tha Domin- 
ion should take such stegs as wiil as 
far as possible relieve the present ex- 
isting conditions to the end that such 
amendment should be made to exist- 
ing legislation as will provids. for a 
better supply of rolling stock and 
more equitable distribution thereof, 
sq that every possible facility may be 
afforded to the farmers of tis prov- 
ince for the traasportation of their 
grain. 

4: This convention condemns the 
action; of the present local govern- 
ment in removiog from imwuni-ipalities 
the right to tax railway corporations. 
We also condemn the faovisions of 
the taxation act, which deprives cer- 
tain municipalities of the three per 
cent, TOSS earnings as provided by 
the railway aid act of 1885. 

5. Whereas, owing to the lack of in- 
formation respecting the provisions of 
the inspection act great losses are in- 
curred by farmers in the marketing 
of their crops, it is resolved that 
copiesi of the said act and elevator 
act should be distributed as widely 
as fpossible, and that the clauses as- 
pecially affecting the griding of 
grain at the point of delivery should 
be required to be posted wp ini every 
elevator licensed under the ict. 

6. That the system. of registration 
of voters provided by the Maniioba 
election act at the last session of 
the legislature is cumbersome, expen- 
sive and defective, and by compelling 
personal attendance of all electors 
in order to secure registration on the 
list of electors, many persons will be 
prevented from making application to 
be entered as voters and will be de- 
ptived of the franchise that belongs 
to them as citizens of this province. 

7. Resolved, that the formulation of 
aj provincial liberal platform be re- 
ferred to the provincial council aci- 
ing in conjunction with the. leader of 
the party. < 

In regard to federal politics (he fol- 
lowing resolution was passed:. : 

“This convention desires to ¢lace on 
record its confideace in the adminis- 
tration of the Right Hon. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his colleagues. 

“And this convention recognizes the 
courage and ability shown by the 
government in dealing with the tariff, 
in the face of the couniry’s require- 
ments jand its economic conditions; 
specially approves the preferential 
clauses favoring the mother country, 
the relaxation of the duties on raw 
materials and the important additions 
made jto the free list, and congratu- 
lates the government on the increas- 
ed trade of the country aad « rising 
revenue, thus enabling it to regard 
with security the great reductions in 
imperial and domestic postal rates

GRAIN’ AND MILLING NOTES 
Commercial, Dec. 14.—Threshing is 

still in progress ia the Grenfell dis- 
trict, Assiniboia, and it is estimated 
that but little more than half of the 
grain is threshed. Only about 25 per 
cent! has been marketed as the eleva- 
tor capacity is limited. 

W. R. MacInnes, assistant general 
freight traffic manager, states that no 
ehange will be made this year in the 
all rail freight rate io the seaboard. 
The) rate thir year from Fort Wil- 
liami will be 25¢ per 100 pounds on 
flour and wheat to New York. 

Wheat was strong last week. The 
cereal advanced 53-8 cents at Chi- 
cago during the week, as shown by 

the Commercial reports for that 
week. This advance in leading centres 
neutralized to 1. considerable extent 
the usual drop in interior markets at 
the close of navigation. 


The present big crop indicates the 
need of additional grain storage capa- 
city at our Lake Surerior ports. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
has four elevators at Fort William 
and one at Port Arthur, with an ag- 
gregate capacity of 5,500,000 bushels. 
The new Canadian Northern Railway 
Company is erecting an elevator at 
Port Arthur, with a capacity of 1,500,- 
000 bushels, bringing the total grain 
space, at those ports up to 7,000,000 
bushels, This, however, will not be 
eqnal to the requirements of 
the) present crop. As the grain 
crop ef Manitoba and the Territories 
will keep on increasing for many 
years to come, it is evident that much 
greater storage space will be re- 
quired at our lake ports. 
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HOLD THE WHEAT. 


Commercial, Dec. 14.--It would prob- 
ably be a wise thing for the farmers to 
top| marketing wheat for a while, 
where they are in a position to hold. 
Many of the elevators are full, and 
gtain men are carrying heavy loads, 
necessitating straining of financial re- 
sources in some cases. Under these 
circumstances dealers are not anxious 
to purchase wheat, unless they can buy 
it.at moderate prices. Farmers who 
canf hold will probably get better 
prices for their wheat (if in the mean- 
time) prices do not decline in the 
world’s markets), by keeping it until 
the) present heavy pressure is re- 
lieved. re.

THE PAST SEASON. , 

With the advent of sleighing it is 
in order to speak of the “past” sum- 
mer, without raising any question of 
the appropriateness of the term. used; 
and now that threshing is nearly com- 
pleted and large quantities of grain 


have been marketed, the time is suit- 
able for counting up the season’s re- 
sults. In fai ming operations the sea- 
son has been very satisfactory. Al- 
though it bas been exceiled in yield per 
acre) and equalled in quality the 
amount of crop has never been ap- 
proached. The deliveries of grain and 
the threshers’ operations indicate not 
only the fertiliiy of the soil ‘but 
also the fact that the natural advan- 
tages of the district are being improv- 
ed bby the skill, labor and enterprise of 
rapidly increasing uumbere of settlers. 
Ten years ago when the C. & E. railway 
was completed to Edmonton two mix- 
ed trains a week gave ample accom- 
maodation for freight and passengers. 
There was absolutely no outgoing 
freight. All was incoming. Now 
there is a train every day and fre- 
quently two or more trains a day, and 
although the incoming freight has in- 
creased stupendeously, the cars thus 
arriving are not nearly sufficient io 
take) out the export freight. Whole 
trains of empties have to be brought 
in, aad still the elevaiors and ware- 
houses are overcrowded. The season 
which produced such results cannot 
have} been otherwise than favorable, 
although at iimes it was untoward. 

Spring came somewhat earlier than 
ueual and plowing began early in April. 
After seeding had got well under way 
there came snow and cold which stop- 
ped farming operations for the time, 
and no doubt looked discouraging. But 
when the srow went away the ground 
was weil soaked with moisture, and 
ready, for the work of the hot sun. 
The great disadvantage to the seeding 
season came from the season before. 
Owing to the character of the fall 
of 1900 very littie fall plowing was 
done, and consequently seeding in the 
spring of 1901 was held back by ‘ihe 
extra amount of plowing rendered) ne- 
cessary. This threw a part of the seed- 
ing very late, and accounts for what- 
ever light or late grain was produced. 

June was favorable for growth, and 
the crops mate good progress during 
that month. The terrible heat and 
drouth which prevailed in the States 
and Eastern Canada and to some ex- 
tent in Manitoba did not occur here, 
and on the first of July it is safe {tc 
say that crops never looked better. 

July, however, did not make good 
the promise o° June. Heavy rains 
were general throughout the district 
during the month. The meveorologi- 
cal report showed a rainfall of nearly 
twenty inches in 31 days. Somevhing 
unprecedented since the records were 
first kept. Roads became very bad, 
travel in many ‘irections was almost 
suspended, and the growth of the crop 
was retarded. A number of very dam- 
aging reports were sent out and spread 
broadcast with the plain intent of in- 
juring the reputation of the district, 
but they were not justified by the 
facts. Several severe loca} hail storms 
occurred of which the most was also 
made. But the hail was confined io 
the; towns of Edmonton and Strathb- 
cona and their immediate vicinity. The 
district at large was absolutely free 
from hajl, and the crops which the hail 
struck, in almost all cases recovered 
so that they gave fair returns. 

The) rains ceased with the end of 
July and August was ono of the ‘finest 
months' that any countiy ever saw. 
The grain came on amazingly, und 
when the month had ended harvest had 
begun. 

Harvesting made good progress dur- 
ing the first three weeks of September, 
out the crop had ripened very uneven- 
ly owing to the late sowing of ‘part of 
it, and the heavy rains of July. Many 
farmers’ delayed cutting’ beyond the 
time when they might have commenc- 
ed Zhinking that they were sure cf a 
fine fall. A slight frost occurred on 
September 5th, but without doing any 
great harm. The government record 
at Edmonton showed only ove degree 
of frost, which was r@i sufficient to 
affect oats at all, and did not seriously 
affect the wheat. A good deal of 
wheati was already cut and a great 
deal more was sufficiently ripe to be 
practically uninjured. But some laie 
fields were damaged. After three 
weeks of splendid harvest weather in 
Septemiber a ‘heavy fall of wet snow 
occurred on Sept. 23rd, which threw 
down any grain then uncut. This was 
followed by a sharp frost, the first 
really damaging frost of the season 
This very greatly increased the labor 
of cutting the remainder of the grain 
and delayed the completion of harvest- 
ing «oxsiderably, but did not serious- 
ly Camege the crop in quantity or 
quality. The roads were again thrown 


{nto a terrible condition, from which 


e-em Se enema 


| ground froze at the end of October. 
| Octobe- was vers fine and mild. 

Harvesting, stacking, threshing, de- 

livery of grain and fall plowing went 

onf simultafeously and uninterrupt~ 

edly. Asi cutting and stacking di- 
' minished by completion threshing and 
delivery of grain increased. There was 
& general complzint of a lack of euf- 
ficient threshers, although the number 
already in the country ha: been largely 
added to. Owing to the continuance 
of the fine weather 7uring November 
and Decem*er the work was, or soon 
will be saticfactorily completed. There 
was practically no frost during Octob- 
er, so that a few days before the last 
of the month sirawberry vines bearing 
both blossoms and ripe fruit were 
gathered in the town. On the last day 
of October, however, a change in the 
weather occurred, the ground froze ao 
as to stop fall plowing and the river 
closed. : ras | 

The cold snap only lasted for a, few 
days. A little enow fell, but not 
enough for sleighing, and fine mild 
weather’ succeeded and continued 
throughout’ November, and vaitil the 
13th of December. That sight the 
thermometer dropped te 24 below zero, 
the first really cold weather of the sea- 
eon. The cold did not continue and 
was followed by a little snow, whieh 
at{ this date is sufficient for good 
sleighing, 

To eum up April was fine, May was 
changeable, June was good, July was 
awfui, August was excellent, Septem~ 
ber was changeable and October, No- 
vember and December could not be ex- 
celled in any country. 


Crop is only valuable when it can ®e 
turned into money, and as the season 
for selling grain approached and an 
immense crop was in sight, grave fears 
were felt as to prices. As the market 


opened out these proved to 
be | groundless. Wheat openedl 
at 60c¢ for the besi, and has 


remained at that price until now; at 
least five cents above the price receiv- 
ed ‘by Manitoba farmers. This adwan- 
tage in price is the resalt of the devel- 
opment of the milling industry in the 
district! and the large local market, 
which gives the farmer the advantage 
of the cost of hanl from Winnipeg, in- 
stead of his having to pay the cost of 
haul to Lake sSuperior. 

The price of oats has been quite as 
Satisfactory’ as that of wheat. The ! 
superior avality of Edmonton district 
oats made it possible for the Canadian 
department: of agriculture to secure 
from the British war departmera the 
option to supply half a million bushels 
for South Africa at. a figure which ‘al- 
lowed the farmer 27¢ per bushel of 34 
pounds for oats deliveved at railway 
stations. The oats were required to 
be of a standard of 38 pounds weight 
per measured busbel. It answers all 
questions as -o the quality of Edmon- 
ton oats this season when an agree- 
ment to fill a contract of that amount 
with oats of that standard was signed 
by responsible dealers without hesita- 
tion. This contract stiffened the price 
of oats at once and made a brisk mar- 
ket. The conditions which prevail in 

regard to wheat prevail to some extent 
in regard to oats. The great oatmeal 
milling Brackman-Ker, company, of 
Victoria and Westminister, B. O4 at- 
tracted /by the superior quality of Ed- 
montoa, oats erected a large modern 
oatmeal mill in Strathcona some years 
ago. They could not afford to let the 
finest oats go out of the country and 
bid over the government price to se- 
cure them. The Manitoba grain deal- 
ers also could see money in Edmonton 
oats and they, too, entered the market 
with the result that fcr a time ‘prices 
went) considerably oven the govern- 
ment contract. Of course the govern- 
ment did not get the half million bush- 
els of oats for which, they had secured 
saje, but the farmers are getting fine 
prices. The large crop backed up by 
a, ‘brisk demand and good prices has 
put’ the district in an excellent finan- 
cial position this year, and establish- 
ed its reputation as a grain producing 
region. l silty 

The ‘EAmioniton; distrib, hawever, 
is) very much more than « mere grain 
producer. The advice which has been 
se often tendered the agricu!turists of 
Manitoba. 2nd so little heeded, name- 
ly to go into mixed farming has been 
acted upon in the Edmonton district. 
Hogs, cattle, buiter, poultry and eggs, 
play a very important part in farm- 
ing here. A loca] pork packing eetab- 
lishment—-the enterprises of the Galla- 
gher-Hull Co.,—ensures a ready mar- 
ket and good prices for the humble, but 
useful hog. For over a year the price 
of live hogs has run over 5c % pound. 
The farmers are well satisfied with 
these figures and Say they 
mean good money. In the 
present year of high prices for 
grain the profit is not as apparent, 
as if gvain were cheaper. But second 
class grain is much more profitable 
when fed to hogs than when marketed 
for export. 

No country in the world bas finer pase 
turage for cattle and hay and roote 
for winter feed are more than abun- 
Hant. Catile are by many farmers 
ccasidered to be more profitable than 
hogs, wut require more capital to 
fhandle, and the returns are slower. 
However a great deal of money hag 
been made by farmers here in cattle, 
The open fall bas been very favorable 
and the large quuntities of feed ensure 
a Successful winter.. 

Butter is ap important by product 
of the farm and in butter making 
many of the farmers’ wives in the Ed- 
monton dis‘rici excel. There is a gov- 
ernment creamery in operation ‘be- 
tween Edmon'«n and Strathcona with 
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a branch near Fort Saskatchewan. 
Under the cream gathering system 
this gives the advantage of the cream- 
ery to the farmers of a very consider- 
able area, and proves that creameries 
cam be made to pay in all parte of 
the district. There is a ready market 
for the product of the creameries in 
Kootenay, the Yukon and Great Brit- 
ain. The presevt luca! price of butter 
is 200 te Be fot a good article. 
Poultry is reared successfully and in 
considerabie quantities. Last Christ- 
meg 2 ¢onsiderable smount was ex- 
ported to Kootenay. There seems to 
be @ good supply this season, but the 
wef weather of July was bard @0 
yourg turkeys. However, the demand 
ia good and the supply ample at least 
for local requ:semente. It is worthy 
of note that the Edmonton district is 
probably the only part of Canada west 
of igke Superior which is able to ex- 
pert; poultry for the holiday season.

4S TO OATS. . 

It is worthy of note that in report- 

ingj the Western Grain Standards 


board regarding Alberta oats the Win- 
nipew papers, iocludiug the Commer- 
cial, carefully refrain irom giving the 
part which condemns Alberta oats as 
injured and stamps the board as be- 
ing guilty of a job of the lowest aad 
meanest order. From information 
that bas reached Edmonton it is knowp 
that the member of the board who 
brought forward the proposal io class 
Alberta, oats as injured was FL W. 
Thompson, manager of the Ogilvie 
Milling! company, The Ogilvie com- 
pany, has an oatmeal will as well as 
af flour mill, and Mx. Thompson did 
not scruple to use his official position 
as a member of the Grain Standards 
board in the effort to affect the price 
of oats. Just how wel! grounded were 
Mr. Thompson’s complaints against 
the) quality of Alberta as compared 
with, Manitoba oats may be judged 
from the fact that while the Ogilvie 
mill was unable to run last year for 
lack of Manitoba oats that were fit 
for milling, the Brackman-Ker mill 
at; Strathcons ran continuously, and 
turned out a quality of oatmeal that 
holds the market against all compe- 
titors. This year the Brackmwan-Ker 
mill is using Kdmonton ogts, is run- 
ning continuously and is turning out 
a ‘better quality of oatmeal than ever 
before, proving conclusively that 
the quality of ube grain is all right.. 
The Manitoba government crop re- 
port gives a basis of comparison in 
regard to the Manitoba oat crop of 
this year, which should settle the ques- 
tion as to the necessity of grading Al- 
berta, oats as injured. It says; 

“The oat crop, although on the whole 
@ Good croz, is not up to expectation in 
many districts. Karly sown oats are 
reported Al but late oats were very 
heavy in the straw and in some dis 
tricts rusted badly, so that the grain 
from these fields is light.” 


No such report can be given regard- 
ing oats in the Edmortton district, aud 
yet; the grain standards board gaily 
meets, listens to complaijuts by a Mani- 
toba, competitor as to the quality of 
Alberta; oats and gravely decides to 
class injured oats as Alberta 1,2 and 
3. No doubt these grades will be used 
to pase off a portion of the inferior 
Manitoba crop under the name of Ai- 
berta; while, good Alberta oats will 
be clessed as Manitoba, A more 
barefaced attempt to destroy the re- 
putation aod therefore the value of 
60) important crop never was made,

—Horses died by the hundreds here 
this seeson.—Hogs die in large uum- 
fbers.—Potatoes are very poor, except 
where planted on sandy land, and 
seldom ripen, the season is too short.— 
Onions cannot be raised for winter 
use.—Havy is not abundant.—Grain that 
doesa’t ripen is the principai forage for 
stock.—There is no fall plowing bere. 
It fe all done from May Ist to June 
15th.— We, had a beavy frost here on 
Sept. 5th, that destroyed all vegetables. 
— Wa» had snow on tbe ground eleven 
months last year, etc., ete., eto,

To the above figures must .be added 
the amount of wheat delivered to 
mills west of Winnipeg and ground 
into flour.

1 and December 7 show, that this 
amount may ‘e approximately pui! at

The school was quarantined 
when the first cases were brought 
down. from Ouion jake and the patients 
isplaitedls Next! we hear thiat sixty 
cases had developed in a aight without 
any preliminary symptoms, and so on 
from day to day until nearly all on 
the school ro!l and some of the staff 
are on the sick list. ’

with the warmes: tribute words can 
express to the splendid qualities shown 
by the private soldier at the front. 
On many points the conduci of the war 
is open to criticism, and South Africa 
has once again proved itself to be the 
grave of great reputations. But the 
behaviour cf the men has left little, 
if anythiag, to te desired. Their 
courage has been mugnificent; their 
sense of duty and discipline has been 
worthy of their best traditions; they 
have been dogged under defeat, dannt- 
less under difuiculties, merciful in 
victory, patient in privation. The 
cemeieries of garrison towns, such as 
Bloemfonteia, hold battalions of men 
who died of disease, that most deadly 
of enemies in any campaign; the great 
veldti is studded with the graves of 


save in the bearts of the mother, or 
the wife, or the sweetheart who loved 
them, or in the memories of their com- 
rades, pho perhaps helped t» ‘bury 
them. But England and the empire 
stand, forever in their debt, and the 
thought of their self-sacrifice calls out 
in ws a thrill of pride and gladness, 
as) we remember that those men came 
out from among us, from our country 
villages, our lange towns, our Scot- 
lish) hills, our Irish cottages, and 
have proved by deeds, nut words, the 
metal of the British soldier, 

How could the hardships of the cam- 
paign be lessened for the men? How 
much could be done fur their comfort 
without impeding ibe work they were 
there todo? War is war, and the first 
object of war must be to end it as soon 
as) possible. And war can only spell 
hacdship and suffering, as the men 
themselves are the first to admit. But 
much can be dene, and, in Lord Reb- 
erts and Lord Kitchener we had gen- 
erals who put no stumbling blocks in 
the way of those prepared to work loy- 
ally, under military authority. The 
Soldiers’ Institutes were official, and 
owe (their success mainly to the fact 
that they were recognized as such, and 
warmly supported at headquarters. 
Their objects were; 

1. fo provide the soldier with food 
other than rations, and to do this at 
the lowes* possible cost under al! cir- 
cumstances, afsolutely free of cost un- 
der special circumstances.

2. Lo give him a tent, or room, in 
which) to spend his off duty hours, 
where he could write his letters, see 
the papers, and most important of all, 
sit down aad rest. 

3. To make a depot from which the 
tons of warm clothes sent. out by ‘the 
generous British public could be dis- 
tributed. 


4. To give the chaplains and their as- 
sistants an opportunity of mixing with 
the men at Limes aad under conditions 
when they were peculiarly responsive 
to che finer iniluences. 

It was almost a necessity that these 
institutes should be close to the rail- 
way, and, indeed, a railway junction 
was) an admirable place, with troop 
trains constantly passing through, of- 
ten waiting there for hours, if not 
for days together, should the line be 
damaged. These troop trains consisi- 
ed either of open: -truckjs in which 
the men were closely packed together, 
or of trucks leaded with supplies, the 
men sitting most uncomfortably on the 
top of piled up beef and biscuit boxes. 
The days were hot, the nights were 
cold, and the dust produced intense 
thirst. Rations were, of course, sery- 
ed out, but biscuit is culd comfort for 
breekfast, and bully beef every ay 
for dinoer is very monotonppus. At 
the instiiute or tent hot tea or cocea 
or soup was to be found, aerated wat- 
ers, and fresh fruit, to say nothing of 
those tinned luxuries so popular among 
soldiers, such as herrings, salmon, pot- 
ted; meat, or sardines. Generally 
speaking, the ‘ea aud coffee were giv- 
en free, the men paying, as they pre- 
ferred to do, for the oiber things;. and 
1 meed not say that the Frices were 
in striking contrast to those demand- 
ed by the civilian stores. All our goods 
came through the army service corps 
~-they, of course, had bought at con- 
tract prices and sold to us at the same 
rate, so the men reaped ihe advantage. 
If, however, a regiment came in “off

Possibly 
a considerable portion of the crop is 
not affected, and sound grain should 
be kept separate from damaged stuff, 
so thac it can be available for ‘milling 
purposes, 

Prices, of course, have been affected 
by the shipment of the damaged oats. 
Buyers at Northern Alberta points 
were obliged to reduce prices when 
the oats reached outside markets and 
the damage was discovered. While 
the frosted oais have lost the top 
value which they would otherwise 
have brought for milling purposes, 
they will nevertheless bring good 
prices! for other purposes, and the 
crop} will undoubtedly prove very 
Te.aunerative to the farmers. As 
oats are mainly used for animal food, 
the damage from frost is not nearly 
as serious to the grower as it would 
be in the case of wheat. . 

The) Commercial makes this state- 
ment of plain facts owing to unrea- 
sonable charges baving been made by 
parties who evidently do not ynder- 
stand the matter, particularly in re- 
gard to the working of the grain act, 
and the striking ot special grades by 
the standards board. This has been 
the custom followed for years, and it 
is the only way out of the difficulty 
as provided by law. The grain stand- 
ards ‘board and inspection officials 
have acted strictly accordi to law, 
and in the best interests of all ‘con- 
cerned.
